Farneti related that the 
colone! led un infantry charge 
on Triangle Hull, although — it 
was not his job and, In the 
words of a captain, he “didn't 
have an tlamn business >. up. 
there.” : 

The despatch could not .identl- 
fy the colonel because censors 
hold up the name of » man who 
is killed. . The army’s policy 
is ‘that next of kin must be 
notificd before news reporters 
may use the name. os
